John Bressier, 19 years old, of 1850

head by Policeman Charlies H. Sydnor 
of the Carr Street Station at 2 p. m., 
Tuesday. Bressler, who had been ar- 
reste’ for a trivial offense, had broken 
away from Sydnor after a fight and 
was running when he was shot. 

i® was taken to the City Hospital 
where his condition is considered 
secous. At the hospital his mother, 


‘Mrs. Mamie Bressler, was arrested on 


a charge of disturbing the peace. 


httow With Restaurant Man. 
Lressler was in a row with the pro- 


prietor of a restaurant on the first floor 
of the Cass avenue address when Syd- 
nor ordered him to desist. The police- 
man said the boy continued to swear 
and Sydnor placed him under arrest. 

Bressler insisted that the restaurant 
man also be arrested and Sydnor went 
into the house to get him. According 
to the patrolman, Mrs. Bressler entered, 
John broke away and while Mrs. Bress- 
ler held the policeman the boy beat 
him. 

John then ran outside. Sydnor fol- 
lowed him and commanded Bressler to 
halt. Instead of obeying the boy ran 
faster. Sydnor fired and Bressler fell 
with a bullet Wound in the head. 

Mrs. Bressler insisted on accompany- 
ing her son to the hospital in an ambu- 
lance and Sydnor assented. When 
Tieut. Deatherage of the Carr Street 
Station heard the patrolman’s story he 
ordered the mother’s arrest, with in- 
structions that she be taken at once 
to the Carr Street Station. 


Man Fatally Wounded. 
Thomas Tremaing, 37 years old, called 


the “Coke-Head King’’ from the fact 
that he dominates the district known 
to the police as “cocaine bottoms,’’ on 
Poplar street, shot and fatally wounded 
“Big Henry” Wilsman, 39 years old, the 
rival king of “Filipino Row,” at noon 


‘Tuesday. 


Tremaine and one of his followers, 
Frank Dumars, are under arrest at the 
Centra} Police Station. Wilsman is at 
the city hospital. Neither Tremaine nor 
his victim would tell the police anything 
about the shooting. Dumars, however, 
said that he had witnessed the shoot- 
ing, which occurred in Tremaine’s house 
at 816 South Sixth street. 

Bought Some Furniture, 

Actording to Dumars, the “Coke- 
Head King’ and “Big Henry” had 
bought the same set of furniture from 
a man named Browning. Browning, he 
said, executed a bill of sale to each of 
them, several weeks ago. The furniture 
was delivered to Tremaine, and Wils- 
man, learning this, began to pay visits 
to Tremaine’s house in the “king's” 
absence and cart away a stick of the 
furniture at a time. 

“Big Heary” had in this way recov- 


' ered most of the furniture when, Tues- 


day, he wet to the house to get the 
remaining pieces, armed with a club 
with an froa handle. According to Du- 
mars, “Big, Henry’’ walked into the 
house and, vhen ordered away by Tre- 
maine, put his Hand fnto his hip 
pocket. Then Tremaine began firing. 
Two of the shots went wild, but the 
third struck Vilsman in the abdomen. 
Patrolman Mdonald heard the shots 
and called an ambulance. While Wiis- 
man was being taken to the hospital 
the policemen “ho rode with him tn the 
ambulance tried to persuade him to 
make a statemert, but te no avail.

HE fierce conflict between the 
T followers of Roosevelt and Taft 

in the Chicago convention, the 
Progressives and Conservatives of 
the Republican party, apparently 's 
to be duplicated by the Democratic 
Progressives and Conservatives in the 
convention. The controversy here 
starts in the same way, over the tem- 
porary chairmanship. 


The fight on Root was not because 
of any personal objection to him, but 
because of the political policies for 
which hé stands. The fight on Parker 
by Mr. Bryan and the Progressive 
Democrats is not because of any 
personal objection to him but because 
of the political sentiment that he 
represents. 

Every thoughtful man must be im- 
pressed by these controversies, They 
indicate that the present party divi- 
sion is largely artificial. On the 
great economic and industrial ques- 
tions the solution of which concerns 
the American people, Senater Root 
and Judge Parker hold practically 
the same If Parker was 
labeled Republican he would be co- 
operating hand in hand with Root in 
the State of New York and in na- 


in the Murphy-Parker crowd. 

The political differences between 
fhese two men are chiefly traditional, 
On the tariff there may be some dif- 
ference, but even on this question 
the dividing line of their opinions Is 
hard to locate. Root in theory is a 
protectionist, Parker an advocate of 
the policy of a tariff for revenue only; 
but in levying the revenue duties, 
| judging from the well known atti- 
cude of his conservative Democratic 
associates, he would so lay the rev- 
enue duties as to protect, at least 
partly, American industries. 


Are Mach Alike 
on Tariff Issue. 


E have not yet found a con- 
\W servative Democrat who is 

willing to materially reduce 
duties on articles produced in his 
locality, if such reduction would in 
any way embarrass the producers of 
such article by inviting foreign com- 
petition. The records of Congress 
demonstrate this. So even on this 
old traditional party issue, when 
the doctrines of the two men are 
practically applied, you will find no 
very radical difference of views. At 
least the differences are not suffi- 
client to create a great national is- 
sue. 

The differences between Bryan and 
Parker on the great economic prob- 
lems are wider than those between 
Root and Parker, and the differences 
between Roosevelt and Root are wid- 
er than those between Roosevelt and 
Bryan. : 

To an outside observer it appears 
that Harmon, Underwood, Baldwin 
and Gaynor are pleased with = the 
selection of Judge Parker as tem- 
porary chairman. Wilson is opposed 
to him. Clark is non-committal. 
The first candidates mentioned rep- 
resent the conservative side of the 
Democratic party.

NEW YORK, June 2%.—Col. Theodore 


Roosevelt reached New York at 9:45 
o‘ciock this morning. He went direct- 
ly to hig editeria!l offices and expected 
to go te Oyster Bay this afternoon. He 
said he would have no statement to 
Give out today, but added that probably 
within a week there would he a confer- 
ence in New York with members of the 
committee selected to conduct his third 
party campaign. 

A new party from the ground up is 
the Roosevelt program. After a series 
of discusions with his leutenants be- 
fore leaving Chicago, in which there 
Were several sharp clashes, -Col. Roose- 
velt decided to cut entirely away from 
the party with which his whole public 
career has been identified. His decision 
was a disappointment to those who fa- 
vored the organization of what might 
be considered an independent Republic- 
an party, with which various state or- 
ganizations might co-operate and still 
maintain, it was hoped, a nominal reg- 
ularity. 

“There must be no compromise, no 
straddle,’”’ Col. Roosevelt said. As an 
indication of his determination, he said 
that when he returned to Oyster Bay 
he would communicate with a number 
of Democrats, who, he thought, might 
wish to join the new party. 

Roosevelt Tella of Offer. 

The Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent, Cel. Roosevelt asserted to news- 
paper men on the train from Chicago, 
was his for the asking on the day that 
the President was renominated. He 
declined to accept it, he said, on the 
terms under which the offer was made. 

The former President gave a glimpse 
into the secret history of the last hours 
of the convention, when it was ap- 
parent that. the tide of battle had 
turned resgistiessly against him. It was 
@ plan to seize control of the conven- 
tion at the last moment by a sudden 
move, overturn the Taft majority and 
make Roosevelt the nominee. This is 
the story as he told it: 

Early Saturday morning a group of 
delegates from Southern states ar- 
ranged a private interview with Col. 
Hoosevelt. They told him they had 
come to offer him the nomination. They

they were authorized to speak ‘for a 
block of Taft delegates who were will- 
ing to swing over to Roosevelt to avert 
a rupture in the party. The number of 
these delegates, they assured Roose- 
velt, was large enough to nominate him 
or any other candidate he might name. 

One provision was made, Col. Roose- 
velt continued. It was that he must 
accept the nomination from the con- 
vention as then composed and not in- 
sist upon the removal of the 78 dele- 
gates whom he contended were fraudu- 
lent before he would recognize any act 
of the convention, 


Declines to Accept. 

The delegates toid him, he said, that 
their band would stand together on 
the roll call for the presidential norn- 
inee; but that it would be hopeless 
for them to attempt to combine with 
the Roosevelt minority to unseat the 
seventy-eight delegates. 

Colonel Roosevelt said he informed 
these emissaries that if he should be 
nominated under these conditions he 
would not accept the nomination. He 
told them to go to the delegates whom 
they represented and bring back to 
him a pledge signed by 30 delegates, 
agreeing to combine with the Roosevelt 
delegates and make the attempt to 
start all over again to organize the 
convention and to unseat the 78 con- 
tested delegates. 

The attempt failed. Col. Roosevelt 
said a considerable number of signa- 
tures to the pledge were obtained, but 
that it had proved impossible to hold 
a sufficiently large part of the delegates 
in line for the course of action upon 
which he insisted to give it the chance 
of success. 

The chief point of interest to Col. 
Roosevelt's supporters today was wheth- 
er they would be able to carry with 
them the strength of the following which 
Col. Roosevelt has heretofore had with- 
in the Republican party. Some of them 
said frankly that the movement was in- 
augurated on the assumption that since 
Col. Roosevelt had been the choice of 
the party in a number of. Republican 


states, it would be possible to bring these 


states in line for the party. 
Organization Transfer. 
No plan has yet been decided upon 
by which it would be possible to effect 








-_ 


such a transfer of workable organiza- 
tions from the Republican party to the 
new enteprise. 

Roosevelt expressed confidence that a 
way would be found. He said he ex- 
pected that some of the Republican of- 
ficeholdevs and workers would choose to 
remain with the party. He believed, 
however, that he would ultimately have 
the support of the substantial part of 
the organizations which were with him 
in the campaign of the last four months. 
It is his opinion that the pressure of 
public sentiment will be sufficient in 
some states to bring this about, and 
that while there may be numerous de- 
fections, it will be possibie to fill the 
gaps with volunteers. 

The Advisory Committee.

Wed Soon After Divorce.

Prewitt’s first wife, Mabel Carr Prewitt, 
had obtained a divorce from him on a 
cross-bill in Judge Muench’s court. At 
the trial she exhibited to the Court a 
letter signed Agnes, she said had been 
written to Prewitt. The writer said: 
‘You press your lips to mine and kissed 
me. Then I kissed you—the seal, the 
sacred seal, will remain untouched until 
I see you.”’ 

Prewitt and Ryland C. Bruce, presi- 
dent and secretary respectively of the 
Dela Chemical Co., were sentenced to 
serve five years in the Leavenworth 
Penitentiary and fined $2000 each by 
Judge Dyer in the United Sfates Dis- 
trict Court, May 1. They were con- 
victed of sending poison through the 
mails in the form of “Habitina,’’ a 
supposed cure for the morphine habit, 
and of using the mails in a scheme to 
defraud. 

Physicians testified that ‘‘Habitina’”’ 
was a habit-forming drug, instead of 
useful in |the elimination of habit. Both 
men appealed and are out on bond. 
Prewitt’s bride was in court when he 
was sentenced and burst into tears.

CITY INCOME BY 
A CLERK'S ERROR 


Comptroller Taussig Finds As- 
sessor Brinkop’s Personal To- 
tal $7,000,000 Too High. 








RIGID ECONOMY ORDERED 





Prospective Surplus for Coming 
Year Suddenly Becomes Em- 
barassing Deficit. 

An error of nearly. $6,000,000 discovered 
Tuesday in Assessor Brinkop’s estimates 
of assessment values of personal prop- 
erty in St. Louis has caused an unex- 
pected deficit of $80,000 In the municipal 
revenues and consternation that extends 
from the office of Comptroller Taussig 
throughout the entire municipal organ- 

ization. 

Assessor Brinkop’s estimates of the 
taxable value of St. Louis personal prop- 
erty, sent to Comptroller Taussig’s office 
Monday, placed the total at $106,594,970, 
and the Comptroller's estimates of ap- 
propriations for the various municipal 
departments had been based on these 
estimates. 


Figures %7,000,000 Too Hig 
Tuesday it was discovered that 5 tay of- 


ficial figures show the total taxable 
value of St. Louis personal property to 
be only $99,543,010, a deficit of more than 
$7,000,000; which is partially offset, how- 
ever, by an unincluded real estate val- 
uation total of $1,084,020, which brings the 
deficit down to $5,967,940, as representing 
the exact total of the error in Assessor 
Brinkop’s office. 

As soon as the error was discovered 
Brinkop sent Chief Clerk Robert Devlin 
of his office to the Comptroller's office 
to check over all the figures and dis- 
cover, if possible, just how the error 
in the estimates came to be made. Both 
Comptroller Taussig and Assessor 
Brinkop believe that it must be due to 
a blunder of some clerk in the Asses- 
sor’s office in adding the figures on one 
book twice, but. this was not definitely 
determined. 


Will Force Economy. 
The discomfiting effect of the error 


is the big reduction of $80,000 in muni- 
cipal revenues, which will necessitate 
a sudden and rigid economy in muni- 
cipal expenditures. When Comptroller 
Taussig made his estimates for the an- 
nual appropriations, they were based 
on.the original estimates of income fur- 
nished by Assessor Brinkop, and the 
Comptroller left a margin of only $100,000 
for municipal expenses not included in 
the estimates of appropriations. The 
cost of the recent registration and of 
the special bond election will reduce this 
margin very materially, and.it is be- 
lieved that, instead of the narrow mar- 
gin of $100,000 above the total appropria 
tions, there will be a shortage of $40,000 
below that supposed margin. 

This may partly be overcome by re- 
versions from various departments that 
do not entirely expend their respective 
appropriations, but its instant effect is 
to compel economy in all departments. 
As soon as the fact of the error in esti- 
mates was ascertained beyond question, 
Comptroller Taussig called Assessor 
Brinkop to his office and gave him in- 
structions in a system of verifying his 
accounts which will prevent a recur- 
rence of such errors in future.

Judge Hay at Belleville Refuses 
to Sustain Objection to 
* — Assessment. 


PROPERTY ON EAST SIDE 
Declaration Made That It Was 


Transferred to the Connect- 
ing Railway. 





Judge Hay of the County Court at 
Belleville, Monday, refused to sustain 
the objection of the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
against the payment of $19,000 taxes 
on property in East St. Louis, assessed 
on a valuation of $490,000 by the local 
assessor. The ferry company declared 
the property had been deeded by them 
on the first of January, 1911, to the East 
St. Louis Connecting Raltilroad. 

The records in the Recorder’s office 
at Belleville, which were introduced in 
evidence by the State, show that the 
deed transferring the property was not 
acknowledged nor recorded until June 17, 
1911. The property was assessed by the 
local Assessor April 1, 1911.

western.

BRUCE-BROWN WINS 
FIRST HALF OF RACE 


Start of Grand Prize Auto Event 
in France Marred by Fatal 
Accident.

DIEPPE, France, 25.—David 


Bruce-Broewn of New York won the first 


half of the automobile Grand Prize race, 
which started here at dawn today. He 
was, however, not representing the 
United States but was driving an Italian 
car, the Fiat machine. 

He completed the 10 laps (a distance 
of 770 kilometres or about 453 miles 5% 
furlongs), composing the first day’s pro- 
gram, in 6 hours, 36 minutes, 38 seconds. 

Bollot Is Second. 

Boilot driving a French Leon Peugeot 
machine, was second, only about two 
minutes behind, his time being 6 hours, 
38 minutes, 40 seconds. 

Brute-Brown’s best lap (about forty- 
six miles) was made in 37 minutes 18 
seconds. His hourly average was 76 
miles 7% furlongs. 

At the start of the race, which had 
not been competed for since 1908, Colinet, 
who was piloting a Gregoire machine, 
when trying to pass a competitor on the 
course. capsized. His mechanician, Bes- 
sagnana, was instantly killed, and Coli- 
net himself seriously injured. 

Forty-Seven in Start, 

Forty-seven automobiles started in the 
race. The course is a triangular one 
of 77 kilometers (about 46 miles). The 
total distance is 1540 kilometers (about 
907 miles).

Judge Muench Monday granted decrees 
of Incorporation to the Associated Re- 
tailers of St. Louis and the St. Leuis 
‘Retail Shoe Merchants’ Association. Ap- 


plications for such incorporation were 
made under the statute covering benev- 
olent organizations. An amicus curiae 
was appointed in each case to ‘investi- 
gate the objects. 

The one in the case of the Associated 
Retailers reported favorably, while the 
other amicus curiae recommended that 
incorporation be denied to the shoe 
merchants. He contended that its pur- 
poses were not benevolent because tHe 
president, Fred Rau, 2018 Gravois ave- 
nue, testified the main object was to 
consider a method of making the shoe 
trade more profitable. One of the pur- 
poses, the president said, was to begin 
an agitation with a view of reducing the 
number of sample shoes. 

Judge Muench, in his ruling, holds that 
the object of both organizations are 
virtually the same, gnd that the best 
interests of all are subserved in the 
granting of a decree in both cases. 
Judge Kinsey, more than a year ago, 
refused to grant a charter to the Asso- 
ciated Retailers.

The two men and the boys were good 
swimmers. The men helped the women 
and the infant into the third boat, with 
the aid of the hired man.

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CHECKING FREE SPEECH. 
The deep personal feeling on the part‘of Judge 
Wright of the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court, which has been a subject of so much 
former comment in the contempt case against 
Samuel Gompers, Frank Morrison and John 
Mitchell, seemed unfortunately not absent from 
the latest proceeding in which the defendants 
were again found guilty and sentenced to terms 
iz prison. One of the utterances cited by the 
Judge as showing the guilt of Mr. Mitchell was 
this: 
If a Judge can enjoin me from exercising 


the right of free speech, I should feel com- 
pelled to exercise my constitutional, liberty. 


Would not Judge Wright, in his individual ca- 
pacity, would not any citizen, say the same 
thing? No forms of.despotism are more subtile 
and dangerous than those made possible by as- 
sumption of a pretended power to regulate the 
epeech of the individual. The peril is so great 
that abuse of the right of free speech is to be 
tolerated rather than restrictions other than 
those imposed by the Constitution. A seeming 
infringement of the right even by a court strikes 
very close to all persons. 

Probably before the appeal from the Wright 
decision is decided by the Supreme Court, the 
practice in injunction cases will be greatly mod- 
ified by act of Congress. Bunt the decision will 
be important. It will determine whether, even

Big business is becoming the dis- 
tinctive feature of American indus- 
trial life. The census shows that just 
over one-fourth of the manufactur- 
ing establishments of the United 
States are under corporate control, 
but they do 79 per cent of the busi- 
ness. Only a little more than 1 per 
cent of the establishments produce 
more than $1,000,000 worth of goods 
in a year, but these establishments 
do nearly 44 per cent of the business.

KAVANAUGH DENIES 
AN EFFORT 10 HIDE 
BOAT FIRM ASSETS 


Was Former Head of Transpor- 
tation Company, for Which 
Receiver Is Asked. 





SERVED WITHOUT PAY 
Says Creditors’ Committee Is in 
Charge, Stockholders’ Action 
Is Premature. 





W. K. Kavanaugh, former presi- 


dent of the Mississippi Valley Trans- 
portation Co., for which a receiver 
was asked Monday, said Tuesday he 
believed the motion for a receivership 
was premature. If it had not been 
filed at this time, he said, he was 
confident that a creditors’ committee, 


which is in charge of the company’s 
affairs, would have straightened out 
all tangles, 

The motion for a receivership was 
filed by Arthur R. Koch, Highlands, 
Ill., a minority stockholder, Koch 
said he was unable to get any infor- 
mation about the company or its as- 
sets and that he filed the suit to pro- 
tect his investment, 

Kavanaugh denied that any effort 
had been made to conceal the assets 
of the company. He declared no per- 
son had profited financially by the 
business of the company and said that 
he served as president without re- 
ceiving a cent from the company. 

Held Only Few Shares. 

“I did not want it said that I was 
attempting to dispose of stock in a cor- 
poration which I controlled, and for 
that reason I owned only a very few 
shares of stock, simply enough to. be 
legally president of the company,” Kav- 
anaugh said. 

“Out of the money derived from stock 
sales we paid a commission of 10 per 
cent to salesmen, That is a small com- 
mission. Stock salesmen usually get 
from 20 to 40 per cent, but I would not 
permit that. Perhaps if we had em- 
ployed some of these smooth insurance 
stock salesmen we would have had 
enough money. to go ahead. 

Thomas H, Cobbs, an attorney, chair- 
man of the Creditors’ Committee, said 
that the committee had reached an 
agreement with the St. Louis-Gulf 
Steel Barge Co., organized by the Busi- 
ness Men’s League after the failure of 
the Kavanaugh company became ap- 
parent, by which the assets would be 
turned over to the new company for 
$52,485.84 in cash and $30,000 of the com- 
mon stock of the new company. 

John L. Matthews, former secretary 
of the company said that approximately 
$90,000 worth of stock in the §$10,000,- 
000 corporation had been sold. If 10 
per cent of this was paid in commission, 
and $20,000 accepted in payment in the 
form of notes, the actual money ob- 
tained and used in the business was ap- 
proximately $61,000.
